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IGHTY-THREE motor cars will set out 
from Bangor, Co,’ Down, this morning 
on an Easter “jaunt” that will take 

them all round Ireland. _ Among the drivers 

are many well-known Irish racing motorists, 
and when, on Tuesday next, the vehicles 
arrive back at. Bangor and roll over the finish- 

ing line they will each have covered over a 

thousand miles. All the cars carry spare 

drivers and passengers, so that the total num- 
ber of persons participating in the event is 
over three hundred. 

During the run a whole day—Easter Sun- 

day—will be spent as a day of rest at Kil- 

larney, and the c ttitors will be free to 
roam whither they (ill and to discover for 

—— the beauties of that famous re- 

sor 

The event, which is being run under the 

auspices of the Ulster Automobile Club, and 

is termed the Circuit of Ireland Trial, is in 
no way a motor race as that terms is under- 
stood. The competitors, however, must main- 
tain an average speed of 24 m.p.h. over the 
whole distance, must check in at various con- 
trols established. along the route, and must 
pass certain driving and reliability tests at 
the end of the journey. They will lose marks 
for being late at any of the control-points 
on the journey; and cars which have sus- 
tained damage or are not in proper running 
order at the finish will have certain marks 
deducted from their total. 

PRIZES. 

The competing cars are divided into two 

classes, those up to 13 h.p. and those over 

15 h.p., and the entrant competitor making 

the best performance, irrespective of class, 

will be awarded the Ulster Automobile Club 

Challenge Trophy, while the entrant making 

the best performance in each class will receive 

a cash prize of £50. Second, third and fourth 

prizes of £20, £10 and £5 will be awarded 

in each class, and there is a Ladies’ Cup for 
the best performance by a car of which the 
crew consists entirely of ladies, and an Old 

Car Cup for the car first registered before 

December 51, 1928, which makes the best per- 

formance. 

A team prize of nine guineas to be won 

by a team of three cars is also offered, while 

of those completing the course the best 25 

per cent. wil] receive first-class awards and 

the remainder second-class awards. 
THE START. 

In addition to seeing Killarney at one of 

the loveliest times of the year, the entrants 

will find that the route generally traverses 
many of the most beautiful spots in Ireland. 

The first car to set out—a Triumph entered 

by Mr. J. W. Shaw—will leave Bangor on 

the stroke of 10 a.m., and thereafter, at 
intervals of exactly two minutes, the others 
will follow. The first part of the journey, 
skirting the Mourne country, will take the 
competitors from Bangor to the main Belfast- 

Dublin road, and from 1.55 p.m. onwards 

the cars will check in at the Customs 

Frontier Post at Killeen, North of Dundalk. 

Thereafter the route runs direct through 

Drogheda to Dublin, where many of the com- 

petitors will stop for lunch. 

ALTERNATIVE ROUTES. 
A pleasant feature of the event is that 
competitors are free to choose their own 
route between controls, and thus, after 
leaving Dublin, they may, for instance, run 
out to the coast at Dun Oy emer (Kings- 
town), and go by way of the utiful Vico 
road to Bray and the Wicklow country south 
of it; or, alternatively, take the inland 
route to the same places. Similarly, when 
the cars have swung round the wide, sweep- 
ing bend at Rathnew Village, they may turn 
sharp left (under bridge) for Arklow, or 
take the straight road that brings them 
through the lovely Vale of Avoca. In 
either case, they will pass through Arklow 
town, the quaint old-world town of tall- 
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dunes, which is yearly becoming a more 
popular seaside resort. 
WESTWARD HO! 

Inch, Gorey and Enniscorthy mark the 
next stages of the journey, until at Wexford 
the competitors check in at the second con- 
trol on the course. Then, having traversed 
almost the whole of the East coast of Ire- 
land, they turn their faces Westwards for 
the next check at Glengariff. The choice 
of exact route here again must be with 
individuals; for, just as there are more 
ways of killing a fly than hitting it with a 
sledge-hammer, there are many routes by 
which this stretch of the journey can be 
covered. Most competitors are likely to take 
the Waterford-Dungarvan-Youghal-Cork and 
Bantry route, on which the roads generally 
are wide and well surfaced. On the pen- 
ultimate stage of this stretch, however—that 
is, from Cork onwards—a few miles may 
be saved by taking the Macroom road to 
Glengariff, but it is probable that the 
longest way round will be found to be the 
shortest way home. ' 

NIGHT DRIVING. 

Darkness will have long held sway by the 
time that even the first competitor has 
covered half his mileage on this section, and 
in many ways this is a pity. From Glen- 
airm to Killarney is one of the most beauti- 
ul possible runs in the daytime, but at night 
the winding, hilly and narrow road is apt 
to become a little wearisome. The last batch 
of cars is, however, not due till the dawn 
of Sunday has: tipped the wild Kerry 
mountains with peaks of fire, and so some, 
at least, of the competitors will see the 
beauty of the lakes as they coast down the 
snaky road that coils between the Macgilli- 
cuddy Reeks and Mangerton mountain, 

ACROSS THE SHANNON. 

Sunday, as we have said, is a free day for 
the competitors, and so it is possible that 
some of them may retrace their wheel marks 
and go back to see “ The Ladies’ View ” and 
the stretching panorama of wild mountain 
beauty on almost every side. On Monday, 
at 10 o'clock, the journey will be resumed 
through Ballybunion on to Limerick—the 
venue of last year’s very fine car race, and 
the venue this year of what promises to be 
even. a better event. Once acrass the 
Shannon the route runs through Lahinch, 
Galway and Clifden, and so through the 
rugged Connemara scenery to Ballina, Sligo 
and Ballyshannon. A good portion of this 
part of the road will also be traversed during 
the hours of darkness, and the cars will 
pass through the Ballyshannon control at 
two minute intervals from 2 to 4.46 a.m. 
on Tuesday morning. 

THE DAWN. 

will find most of the competitors 
negotiating the Glengesh Pass, and after 
pane unfanaghy, they will cross the 
rontier into Northern Ireland at Bridge 
End, Londonderry. Thereafter the cars 
follow the coast, via Ballycastle, Larne and 
Belfast, to Bangor, where the first car is 
due to arrive at 1.55 p.m. 

An inspection for mechnical and body 
defects will then be made, to be followed 
immediately by an elimination test, the 
nature of which will be announced before the 
cars start to-day. An elaborate programme of 
entertainment, opening with a dance at 
Caproni’s Ballroom, awaits the drivers and 
their passengers.

salety razor blade. 

Would you state shortly your reasons for 
ao stating’ 

Witness—Of attempted suicide by cutting 
the throat even with an open razor only about 
half the cases had produced death. 

And of those that produced death !—Only 
about half produced rapid déath, from 
hemorrhage. 

The operation itself of using such a ragor 
blade on the throat would require strength ?— 
It would require strength, and determination 
where a safety blade is uséd. 

By using a razor blade would it require 
special knowledge to know where to reach a 
particular artery or vein’—The cut would 
have to be made into the side of the neck, 
and deeply, so as to produce rapid death by 
cutting a jugular vein. Then, if the cut was 
still deeper, a carotid artery, and, if deeper 
still and through the blood vessels, it would 
reach the vagus nerve. 

From what you sáw present in that room 
are you satisfied that some person did bleed 
extensively and externally. in that place? 

W itness— Yes. ; 


“ DOES NOT CORRESPOND "”' 


Being aware of this, and assuming that she 
did cut her throat, does the condition of the 
bed clothes and the bed correspond with the 
description given in that portion of the state 
ment of the accused man ”—No. . : 

When a successful attempt is made on the 
throat what is usually the result The im. 
mediate result may be that the windpipe is 
cut, but that will only produce slow death. 
If the cutting produces rapid death from 
haemorrhage, the large vein at least muat be 
cut, and large quantities of blood will im. 
mediately well out from the neck, If the 
artery is cut the blood will squirt out. 

In that case would you expect consider- 
ably more blood on the bed clothes and the 
matiress than you did in fact find’—Yes. 

Would you expect much more ’—Immeasur- 
ably more. The amount actually present on 
the pillows I estimated was less than a 
whiskey glass full. 

Would you expect more on the sheets !—The 
amount on the sheets I estimated would be 
less than that on the mattress and pillows, 
about half a whiskey glass full, 

Wonld you expect more on the outer cover- 
ings of the bed than you did find!—I wonld 
expect six or seven pints of blood at least if a 
successful suicide, as stated in the statement, 
had heen committed. 

In further reply, the witness said that the 
amount of blood spilled was not more than 
three or fcur pints, and judging from the 
amount on the carpet the bleeding person 
must have been lying there between four and 
ten minutes. 

Mr. Haugh—lIf a person cut his throat in 
the centre of the room, and bled to the extent 
indicated by the signs on the floor, would 
that person have the strength to get back in

Witness—If a person cut her throat in the 
centre of the floor and bled several pints 
there, and then moved herself on to the ned, 
she most havé done it with a last gasp, 
because she bled several pints on the r, 
but: had only enough blood left to bleed a 
whi glass full on the bed. I therefore 
think it would be practically impossible for 
such an event to have taken place. 

With reference to the hatchet. You 
examined it- Would you believe it possible 
to cause death by a biow of that hatchet ?— 
It would. 


BLOOD ON HATCHET 


Could a blow of thet hatchet cause such 
wounds as would produce thé bleeding you 
saw on the floor ’— Yes. 

If that hatchet was driven into the haman 
skull by a blow, would you necessarily 
expect there to be much blood on it if it 
were quickly withdrawn ?!— No. 

From the amount you did find on the blade 
of the hatchet, could you say whether it 
would be consistent or inconsistent with 
having been struck on a humau head!—lt 
would have been consistent with blows on the 
head 

In reply to Mr. Hooper, the witness said 
there was no blood stain on the hatchet be- 
yond that on the blade at the corner nearest 
the handle on the cutting edge. 

Mr, Hooper—If that had been used on the 


human head, wouldn't you expect that the 
blood would show on the upper end of the 
cutting edge fwrthest away from the handle? 
It depends on the manner in which the hatchet 
would be used, if it were uséd 

The witness said that on one side of the 
blade the stain extended for two-thirds of the 
blade, and on the other side for one-third. 

Mr. Hooper—If it was used for a blow 
would you not expect blood to appear 
equally on both sides of the blade?—Not if 
it had been used in a special manner. 

You found nothing else on the hatchet 
but bleood?’—No. If the hatchet had been 
used to cause a wound in the head would 
not you expect to find steins of human 
protein on it?—Possibly, yes. But in my 
experience instruments of the kind of this 
hatchet, when used on the human head, bears 
very little stains afterwards. 1 looked for 
protein material, but did not find it, 

What is your opinion as to the probable 
amount of blood spilled on the carpet ?—At 
a rough estimate | should say between three 
and four and a half pints. 

How much blood must flow before the 
heart stops beating!—That depends on the 
condition of the person who is bleeding, 
but, I think, in the case of a well-built 
woman it would be more than eight pints. 

This concluded the evidence of the State 
Pathologist. 

Sergeant McNamara, finger print expert, 
the sixtieth witness in the case, gave 
evidence of examining various articles in 23 
St. Helen’s road on February 19th. He 
found a foot-print and portion of a hand- 
print on the electric heater, but these were 
traged to the two investigating members of 
the Guards.

A LOCKED DOOR 


Witness went back to the accused in the 
diningroom, and told him that his mother's 
bedroom door was locked, and that perhaps 
he had better force open the door, as 
she might be in there al the 
time. e accused man agreed that the 
door should be opened in some way. All the 
keys in the house were tried in the lock 
without success, and two motor tyre levers 
were then procured and the door forced open. 
Someone switched on the light, and witness 
noticed that the atmosphere was ve y close. 
There was an electric fire at the head of the 
bed fully on. When witness put his hand 
on the casing of the electric fire he found 
it very bot. The single bed which stood in 
the room was fully dressed, and evidently 
had not been slept in. A green hot water 
bottle which lay on the bed was cold. There 
was some dirty soapy water in the wash 
basin, and the heavy, dark curtains were 
fully drawn, A carpet rug between the bed 
and the fireside was slightly disarranged. 
There was a pair of woman's black shoes 
convenient to the dressing-table. Near the 
electric fire, on the black carpet which 
ae the floor, a large stain was notice- 
able. 

The stain was dry and warm. Witness 
remarked that it was a good job they had 
broken into the room or it would have gone 
on fire, He noticed that some face powder 
had been spilled between the dressing-table 
and the head of the bed. Witness asked the 
maid to look for Mrs. Ball's red dress. She 
opened a built-in wardrobe, and she pointed 
to a red dress and said “There it is.’ The 
accused man said, ' That is not the one I 
meant she was wearing when she went out.” 
The maid then pointed out another reddish 
dress hanging behind others, and remarked 
“That's the only other one | know her to 
have.” There were a number of pairs of 
shoes in the bottom of the wardrobe, and 
witness asked the maid to see if there was a 
pair of brown shoes missing. She pointed 
out @ pair of women’s brown shoes vith a 
single strap, and the accused man said, ‘It 
was the ones with the double strap she was 
wearing.” Lily Kelly said: '“ They are here, 
too,.”” and picked up brown shoes with a 
double strap on them. Before they left the 
bedroom, Lily Kelly remarked that there was 
a black carpet rug missing from the floor, 
a companion rug of the one that was then 
on it. 

Witness said that he was responsible for 
putting. a number of dummy “ bodies,” 
crates and oil drums, into the sea at Shankill.

The Central Executive Committee have 
tabled a resolution: ‘‘ That the whole cost of 
the erection, reconstruction, equipment, repair 
and maintenance of national schools be met 
from public funds, and also that all schools 
be provided with suitable playing fields and 
an adequate supply of pure water. 

Another resolution declared that while ex- 
pressing our continued opposition to the prin- 
ciple embodied in the regulation which com- 
pels women teachers to retire on marriage, 
the regulation should not apply to any student 
who had entered a preparatory or training 
college before October 1, 1934, the date on 
which the regulation became operative. 

The Central Executive Committee and 
County Waterford Committee table a resolu- 
tion that books and requisites be supplied 
free to the pupils of national and public 
elementary schools.

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Fairyhouse Races : Gaster in Ireland : Next Week's Big Wedding : 
| A Northern Sportsman : 


Fairyhouse and its History 


Probably there can be no more fitting 
memorial to a great sportsman who gave 
his money and his energy towards the 
development of Fairyhouse than its con- 
tinued success with the passage of time. 
When the late Mr. Joseph R. O'Reilly, 
in 1908, handed on his sporting trust to 
the co-opted stewards of Fairyhouse he 
left a most perfectly equipped racecourse, 
and an established outing not only for 
the countryside, but the city of Dublin 
itself. Mr. O’ Reilly, whose interest in the 
Easter Monday tryst of the Ward Union 
Hunt Steeplechases extended over a period 
from 1875 till 1908, was the father of Mr. 
Bertram O'Reilly and other O'Reillys 
equally well known in the social and 
sporting life of the country. His daughter 
is the wife of Captain Martin, the secre- 
tary who now organises the meeting, and 
worthily maintains the high aims 
sponsored by his father-in-law in years 
gone by. Fairyhouse, as we know it, seems 
to have been established about 1870, but 
the Ward Union Hunt held sportsmen’s 
races and steeplechases as far back as 
1842 on different courses. The earliest 
recorded event in connection with the Hunt 
is the Kilrue Cup. 


Development 


In 1843 there were steeplechases at 
‘Ashbourne, and that course was afterwards 
named “The Peter Simple” Course. 
Peter Simple was a horse who had won 

ie Grand National at Aintree that year, 
and,. following his victory there, he was 
sent to ¢ompete at Ashbourne. Unfortu- 
nately, though) he was beaten, as the race 
was won by Brunette, ridden by Mr. Alan 
McDonogh, a noted amateur of his day, 
In those times there was a farmers’ race 
and races confined to the members’ horses 
of the Dublin Social Club, and they were 
mostly run in heats. It was not until 
about 1868 that the race for the Ward 
Union Hunt Cup was founded. In 1889 
Mr. W. G. Jameson, who is still a Steward 
and one of the original organisers of 
Fairyhouse, won the cup, riding himself. 
It must not be overlooked that the late 
Leonard Morrogh, a very popular Master 
of the Wards, was also active in the 
organisation of the meeting. His period 
must have been the ’seventies, and to-day 
Mr. Leonard Morrogh Ryan represents 
him in perpetuating his early efforts, 


Ghe Irish “National 


It seems to have been in 1870. too. that 
the Irish Grand National had its be- 
ginning. That steeplechase is now worth 
£1,000, and this year Mrs. J. J. Maher 
has presented a cup for it. This is in 
memory of her husband’s association with 
the meeting as owner, rider and Steward. 
During his term of office ag Lord 
Lieutenant Earl Spencer presented a cup 
for the Irish Grand National. which was 
afterwards won outright. This year every- 
thing points to greater success than ever. 
Over £2,000 in stakes are to be competed 
for, and. an overflow attendance is 
promised. Interest will not be lacking in 
the Grand National, which has attracted 
the aiiention of two young Englishmen— 
the Hon. Christopher Furness and Mr. K. 
Urguhart, both riding their own horses.

A correspondent writes:—The reference 
to Mr. Richard Richards, of Artramont, 
Wexford, who bred Ego, the second in 
this year’s Grand National Steeplechase 
will recall to many residents of Wexford 
that his father was a close friend of the 
late Mr, John R. Cooper, former Crown 
Solicitor of Wexford, who owned the un- 
fortunate Kilmallock. Kilmallock, as it 
was stated, was killed when competing in 
the famous ‘chase. His connections 
faneied his chances very much. Mr. 
Cooper was a prominent breeder, as well 
as owner of racéhorses, and resided at 
Drinagh, Wexford, where they were 
privately trained. His brother, the late 
Mr. R.-H. Cooper, was the owner of the 
last cement factory in the Free State. 
This also was situate at Drinagh, and it 
had a siding running to the Great 
Southern Railway system between Wex 
ford and Rosslare. During the Great War 
it passed into the control of the British 
Portland Cement combine, who continued 
to work it for several years afterwards, 
until it was closed down. Artramont, 
where Mr. Richards resides. was formerly 
the home of the Le Hunte family, one of 
whom, Sir Francis Le Hunte, was a 
generous benefactor to Wexford, and 
founded the Mechanics’ Institute. which 


still survives in the Main street of 
Wexford.

The 
Deputy-Keeper of the Records, Dr, Chart, 
formerly was well known in Dublin. His 
book on the Irish capital in the Famous 
Cities series remains the best guide-book 
that we have. Since his removal ‘to 
Belfast, however, the most considerable 
part of his life work has been done, and 
the Record Office in that city is a monu- 
ment to his indust ood scho ip, 
Organising power an Listorical enthu- 
e make bold to recommend folk 
from the South, when visiting the North, 
to inspect the office over whi 
scholar presides. 


Racial Conflicts 


The publications of the Record Office 
include already many of the most valuable 
volumes for Irish research that have 
appeared—for example, the records of the 
London Companies in Ulster and the 
Drennan letters. In the work before us 
Dr, Chart illuminates an older period in 
Irish history. The papers of Primate 
Swayne depict the state of the Catholic 
religion in Ireland almost on the eve of 
the disruption of the sixteenth century ; 
they show ‘the racial conflicts which made 
spiritual rule difficult; the customs of a 
time so strange to us, such as the beating 
of a penitent round the church, and many 
curious details. 


Not Easy Reading 


The reader must be warned that he will 
not find the volume easy reading. It is 
essentially a “ source-book,’’ a volume for 
the library to which research workers will 
go. That a work of this kind—so exacting 
in its demands on editor and printers— 
can be produced in Belfast is a token of 
the quality of the Northern Record Office. 
The admirable rinting, we notice, is 
Belfast work, ie the binding appears to 
be Belfast buckram.

HESE handsome little volumes are 
reprints of books, the first by the 
Professor of History in London University, 
first published in 1928, and the second by 
the Putas of Scottish History and 
Literature in Glasgow University, first 
published in 1930. 

The first volume is a good account of 
the consolidation of the State by a we: 
willed family. Its brevity makes little 
more than a sketch ible. Hence, we 
must exeuse the dismissal in a paragraph

He gives a remark- 
ably lucid account of the vexed struggle 
between King and Parliament; and, while 
he champions the parliamentary side, he 
concludes by saying that both parties gave 
something to the future England, con- 
secrating in blood both tradition and 
liberty. 

Elizabethan England is so vast a subject 
that Professor Browning’s book, of the 
same size as the others, is somewhat 
sketchy. Twelye pages deal with Scotland 
and Ireland: what wonder that the vast 
theme of the Irish wars and reconstruction 
is treated scantily? ‘‘ Social Life and 
Literature ” is title of a chapter of eight 
pages, and the subject includes Shake 
speare! In fine, this book is a useful 
sketch of a topic which needs several 
volumes on the same scale for its adequate 
treatment.

German Spy.

AU LE reading this remarkable book 
i one is haunted by the thought that 
Mr. Newman may be practising a “ double 
bluff.” His “Spy” was so vivid and 
circumstantial) that many people took it 
for fact; is there any guarantee that 
‘German Spy ” is not fiction also? Mr. 
Newman has re-written the story of a 
certain Louis Grein, a German Secret 
Service agent, who performed almost 
incredible feats of espionage from the 
ranks of the British Army itself, and it 
is published as “ fiction ” because Mr. 
Newman cannot be sure whether Grein has 
allowed his imagination to run away with 
his memory. At least, that is the explana- 
tion given in the preface. 


Fact or Fiction? 


The ordinary reader cannot be sure that 
Grein existed at all, but does it matter? 
Explaining how he got the story, Mr. 
Newman adds: '' I came te the conclusion 
that, in view of the pleasure it gave me, it 
didn’t matter a damn whether it were 
fiction or fact, or a mixture of both.’’ Any- 
one who reads the book will agree. It is 
one of the most exciting spy stories that 
can be imagined, and, if it is not true, at 
least it deserves to be. 

Grein was a subaltern in the German 
Army when he got into trouble over a 
woman, and he was given the alternatives 
of dismissal and a post in the Secret 
Service. He accepted the latter and went 
to England. By the time the Great War 
broke out, “Louis Green” had established 
himself as a British citizen; and was so 
far above suspicion that he was allowed 
not only to join the Army, but to become 
chauffeur to one of the Staff officers— 
described as “ Colonel Figson.’’ Under 
“ Figson ” he served for the whole dura- 
tion of the war, and all the time he was 
collecting vital information, and passing 
it across to the German authorities. 


Two Daring Exploits 


Some of his exploits are quite astonish- 
ing. In 1916, for example, the front line 
crossed a coalfield in the Béthune-La 
Bassée district, and Grein was able to 
make use of an old shaft on the Allied 
side which passed under the trenches, and 
emerged on the German side. According 
to Mr. Darwin there is confirmation for 
this—at least, there was such an arrange 
ment of shafts in that area, and it would 
not have been impossible for a daring spy 
to take his messages across the lines in

rson. But the most ‘exciting part of the 

k, if one excepts Grein’s final capture, 
is the actount of his efforts during the 
German ‘‘push’’ of 1918, The plan was to 
raise a revolt among the German prisoners 
of war behind the British lines on the first 
morning of the attack, Grein, accordin 
to himself, was able to get - severa 
hundreds under his control—they had 
killed their guards, and their presence 
or abserite was not likely to be noticed 
once the general cgnfusion of battle had 
begun. In any case, the sight of a British 
lance-corporal in charge of a prisoners’ 
working party was familiar enough, and 
rein led his small force, unchallenged, 
right up to the front line. There, having 
made raids for arms and food, it joined 
in. the German attack, and Grein made 
his way back to Colonel “ Figson ”! 

These stories may or may not be 
imaginary, but they are possible. So, too, 
are the descriptions of the various codes 
used—they range from tunes played on a 
piano to innocent ‘pieces of embroidery 
which reveal their message when their 
stitches are counted. Properly con- 
sidered, indeed, the great value of this 
book ós not its truth, but the fact that 
such things could happen, and must have 
happened; in the Great War. 


An Easy Task 


There is no reason why an intelligent 
spy should not have acted on the lines 
described here. If he were careful enough 
beforehand, nobody would question his 
right to join the British Army, or to obtain 
a post where he would have access to all 
kinds cf information. Also, there is no 
doubt that that information was almost 
absurdly easy to secure. Throughout the 

Grein expresses his astonishment at 
the .carcless ways of the English and 
French commanders, who left: important 
documents lying about where almost any- 
body could glance at them, printed 
“secret’’’ battle instructions and dis- 
tributed them more or less broadcast— 
often to officers and N.C.O.s in the front 
line trenches, who were exposed to the 
possibility of capture by enemy raiding 
parties—and generally conducted their 
affairs as if such people as spies never 
existed. 

If the conditions described in ‘‘ German 
Spy” really were to be found in the 
British Army during the Great War, 
one can well imagine how a man of Grein’s 
intelligence could turn them to his advan- 
tage. The book is a fascinating record of 
secret codes and audacious adventures, but 
it also conveys a very definite warning.

in London Derry, May 15, 1628. Londonderry : 
The ‘* Sentinel” OMes, 3/6. 


1 Very Rev. the Dean of Derry has 
done an excellent piece of work ‘in 
editing this earliest-known list of the 
householders of Londonderry. 

From the editor's introductory note we 
learn something of the housing question in 
the Londondérry of three centuries ago. 
As the Dean explains, the Irish Society, to 
which the Londoners’ plantation of Derry 
and Coleraine had been granted, was from 
early days in dispute with the Crown as to 
whether it was fulfilling its obligations. 
On several occasions commissioners from 
the Crown, the Society, and the Common 
Council of the City of London came over to 
investigate. The provision of houses for 
the settlers or planters was one of the 
causes of dispute, and more than once the 
Crown sequestrated the Society’s Irish 
rents and revenues because of its breaches 
of contmect. 

The rent-roll here edited seems to have 
been submitted for the purpose of securing 
a revocation of the sequestration of May 3, 
1628, and to have been furnished to one of 
the sequestrators, Bishop George Downame 
(1617-34). For two centuries it remained 
in the | pqs ae of the Bishops of the 
See, and at present it belongs to W. K. 
Ellis, a of Clonleigh. It is written in 
courthand, ait. bears the signature of 
Tristram Beresford, who was agent for the 
Irish Society. \ He was an ancestor of the

But we find here one 
tenant with as many as five lots. and 
several with two, without land allotted 
or rents stated: We can only conjecture 
that these tenants may have been builders 
or speculators, and that, as soon as the 
houses were let, lands would have been 
allotted and rents fixed." 

Dean King adds an index, in which he 
marks those surnames from this rent-roll, 
which appear also in the early Registers 
of the Cathedral; commencing in 1642, and 
the Muster Holls of 1622. Of fifteen names 
in the rent-roll which are not to be found 
either in the Muster Rolls or Cathedral 
Registers, only two — Burdins and 
Southery—are now unfamiliar. Smith, 
Jones, Vaughan, Woldridge and Byres are 
umong the names occurring more than 
once, and, of course, O’Galloher. The 
Smiths are the most numerous, and there 
is not a single Doherty or O'Doherty.

Parade of the Animal Kingdom, By Robert 
Hegner. (London: Macmilian. 21/- net. 


HE title of this book has been applied 
in its broadest sense. There are 
about seven hundred pages of text in 
which representative species of the world’s 
living and extinct creatures of all 
and sizes ara described and introduced to 
the reader. The author selects for the 
head of his parade the protozoa, or one 
celled animals, which were the first hving 
creatures of this world, though he 
mentions that they were not discovered by 
mankind until late in the seventeenth 
century. Fully one-third of the text is 
taken up with descriptions of many of the 
individuals from the vast number of the 
world’s invertebrates, the principal 
groups being taken in the order of their 
complexity. Then follow descriptions of 
the fishes, birds and mammals, ending with 
the primates of the animal kingdom—the 
monkeys and anthropoid apes—the latter 
being, as is well-known, the most highly- 
developed representatives of the animal 
kingdom. 


Extensive Information 


Despite the size of the book, Professor 
Hegner points out that it has been pos- 
rible for him to describe only a small 
number of the representative species, and 
only a small fraction of what is known 
about each species is presented to the 
reader, who is invited to obtain further 
information from books containing more 
extensive accounts, and to gain first-hand 
knowledge by actual observations of the 
animals in their native haunts. It must 


volume contains an enormous amount of 
reliable and interesting information coyer- 
ing a very wide field of observation. All 
this has been placed before the reader in 
lain and attractive language, which is 
ikely to stimulate his desire for a more 
active interest in his subject.

HE son of an Irish poet took his car 
to France, and drove to Spain 
and through Spain.

War in Africa 


Never since the Abyssinian war began 
has tension between Great Britain and 
France been so acute as it is to-day. Both 
Mr. Anthony Eden and M. Flandin, who 
hitherto veiled their policies in the 
ambiguities™of diplomatic language, now 
have come into the open. M. Flandin 
makes no secret of his Government's un- 
willingness to take any further action 
against Italy; Mr. Eden, whether or not 
he enjoys the British Cabinet’s whole- 
hearted support, demands more and more 
firmly that a stop shall be put to Marshal 
Badoglio’s advance. Tempers are becom- 


ing sorely strained. The meetings of the 
Committee of Thirteen during the past 


day or two are far from the political tea 
parties which they resembled previously, 
and the British representative has not 
hesitated to speak his mind. Appalling 
difficulties, of course, attend any effort to 
reach a decision either on Italy’s larger 
sin—the invasion of Abyssinia—or on her 
resulting iniquity—the use of poison gas. 
M. Flandin clearly regards the Abys- 
sinian affair as a mátter of no moment in 
comparison with Germany’s re-occupation 
of the Rhineland. Failing, apparently, 
to realise that French unity with Britain 
in regard to Italy might induce the 
British Government to take a strongly 
pro-French stand against Germany, he is 
doing his best to have the whole matter of 
sanctions dropped, and to persuade 
Britain to concentrate on the Rhineland 
question. The effort reflects no great 
credit on M. Flandin, whose country 
hitherto has been the standard-bearer of 
the League of Nations, and has insisted 
with the greatest firmness on the doctrine 
of respect for covenants. It is natural 
that he should think first of France's 
danger—but can he logically demand 
action against Germany for the breach of 
one solemn undertaking, even while he 
condones the breach of another by the 
Italians? The weakness of M. Flandin’s 
position is shown by the fact that only 
two countries—Chile and Ecuador—are 
supporting him on the 
Thirteen.

During the past week the proceedings at 
Geneva have entered a new phase, Italy's 
war-guilt is no longer the burning ques- 
tion; her use of poison gas has assumed 
its place. In spite of Signor Gayda’s 
strenuous denials—strangely mixed with 
aljegations that, in any case, the Abys- 
sinians used it first—there is no possible 
doubt that Italy is employing gas, and 
that much of her recent progress is due to 
its employment. The jurists of Geneva 
have ruled that the Committee of Thirteen 
lacks powers to judge this question. M. 
Flandin, therefore, has gained one point, 
and Italy benefits by the delay of another 
few days. On the other hand, British 
resentment against Italy’s conduct of the 
war is rising to a flood. The people realise 
now that nothing will be done if M. 
Flandin can help it—that he is blocking 
every effort either to stop the war or to 
set limits to Italy’s manner of waging it. 
An “ appeal ” both to Italy and to Abys- 
sinia to abstain from the use of gas has 
been despatched by the Committee of 
Thirteen. Nobody is deceived. It is 
ridiculous to think that Abyssinia, who 
cannot obtain even the ammunition which 
she needs, has access to supplies of poison 
gas ; and it is equally ridiculous to expect 
that the Italians will regard the appeal 
as anything more than a useful expedient 
to gain time. In this matter—and in 
regard to the war in general—we think 
the people of Great Britain, if not the 
Government, are s@lidly behind Mr. 
Anthony Eden. They care little or nothing 
for the remilitarisation of the Rhineland, 
but they are resolutely determined that 
Signor Mussolini shall not “‘ get away 
with “ his Ethiopian escapade. Mr. Eden, 
Foreign Secretary of a vacillating Govern- 
ment, would not dare to take só strong a 
line as that which he has adopted in 
Geneva if he were not conscious of the 
moral support of the people; and the 
prestige of the Government would stand 
higher with the electorate if its members 
were not known to be lukewarm in their 
Italian policy. , 

Something more than a simple and 
altruistic concern for the authority of the 
League of Nations lies behind Mr. Anthony 
Eden’s denunciations of Italy, On Wed- 
nesday he urged the Committee of Thir. 
teen to settle the war with all speed, and 
added the ominous words: “ The British 
Government must reserve the attitude it 
might decide to take.” Did he mean 
that, if the League fails in its duty, 
Britain will take steps to end the war 
hersel?? Did he mean, in short, that 
Britain is prepared to fight Italy? In 
that event, Britain would be acting *‘ out- 
side the framework of the League,” and 
hardly could argue that she was fighting 
on behalf of the League. There must be 
some feature of the Italo-Abyssinian con- 
flict that has alarmed Britain deeply 
enough to provoke her to the final resort : 
and that feature, not inconceivably, may 
be its effect on the races of Africa, Africa 
has been coming promihently into the 
news of late. There is discontent among 
the natives of the Union and its adjoining 
territories ; there is discontent among the 
Egyptians, who are working up to afother 
outburrt of nationalist feeling; there is 
discontent in Tanganyika, where the 
natives are said to be alarmed by the 
possibility of the territory’s return to 
Germany, and have not had time to be re- 
assured by the British Government's

terrible effect. When Italy invaded 
Ethiopia she declared war, not upon 4 
country, but upon a continent. Is it sur- 
prising, im the circumstances, that 
Britain, sensitive to all that occurs in 
Africa, will” take risks to conclude a 
conflict that provokes so many dangers!

Imperial Stocktaking 


Now that the date of the Coronation 
has been fixed for next year, it is fairly 
certain that advantage will be taken of 
the occasion to hold an Imperial Con- 
ference in London. The Coronation will 
take place in May. All the Dominions 
will be represented at the ceremony by 
leading statesmen, and it is hoped that 
most of them may be able to arrange to 
be present at the Conference. Opinions 
differ as to the most suitable date for the 
gathering. Some take the view that it 
ought to be held before the Coronation, 
while others contend that all the 
pageantry ought to be concluded before 
such a serious matter as the Conference 
begins. The problem is the subject of an 
active correspondence at present between 
Whitehall and the Dominion capitals, and 
it is expected that agreement will be 
reached in the near future. The last 
Imperial Conference proper was held in 
London in 1930. Since that time the 
famous Ottawa Conference was held, and 
certain trading agreements were signed ; 
but there is a general feeling among the 
Dominions that it is high time that there 
should be another direct exchange of views 
on political, as well as economic, affairs. 
With the death of King George a whole 
chapter of imperial history was closed, and 
another was opened when Edward VIII. 
ascended the The new King. 
more truly than any of his predecessors 
represents in his own personality the 
spirit of the British Commonwealth. He 
knows all the Dominions—save the Irish 
Free State—very intimately. He has lived 
among their peoples; he has studied their 
problems at first hand, and he has gained 
the respect and affection of them all. It 
is only fitting, therefore, that at the 
beginning of the new reign there should 
be an imperial stock-taking. Several 
points of importance were left undecided 
at Ottawa, and a number of new points 
has cropped up during the last two or 
three years. By far the most important 
of all these points, of course, is the 
problem of the Irish Free State. Does it 
propose to remain within the Common- 
wealth, or does it propose to exercise the 
right of secession which is implicit, if not, 
indeed, explicit, in the Statute of. West- 
minster? The existing situation is 
thoroughly unsatisfactory. Legally, and 
in fact, the Free State continues to be 
a member of the Commonwealth, enjoying 
all the privileges of its membership; but 
its Government acts as if it were an inde 
pendent Republic, refusing consistently to 
assume any of the responsibilities of its 
position. The international! situation has 
become so menacing in many respects that 
the problem of imperial defence must be 
tackled in earnest before very long. Co- 
operation in this respect between the 
Dominions and Great Britain never was 
more urgently necessary than it is at 
present, and it obviously is essential that 
the Irish Free State should be a party to 
any scheme of general defence that may 
be arranged. The position of this country 
in the event of a war involving Great 
Britain never has been examined properly 
on either side of the Irish Sea. It is a 
question of the utmost importance to 
everybody concerned, and we should 
imagine that it will be one of the main 
topics of discussion at the Imperial Con- 
ference. Before anything can be done, 
however, the Free State Government must 
make its intentions clear. If it intends to 
remain within the Commonwealth, it must 
share in the burden of imperial defence ; 
if it intends to act independently, it ought 
to place its cards on the table.

FIRED AT FROM 
A STOLEN CAR 


MIDNIGHT OUTRAGE 
IN BELFAST

OLICE CONSTABLE JAMES F. KING, 
of the Royal Ulster Constabulary, \..s 
shot early this morning by ear bandits, 
whom he attempted to arrest, while on 
patrol duty in Balmoral avenue, Belfast. 
He is now lying in the Royal Victoria 
Hospital in a grave condition. One bullet 
entered his chest just above the heart and 
passed out at the back of the body. During 
the day he underwent blood transfusion. 


SHOT FROM THE CAR 


When Constable King was going on 
night duty he was warned to look out for 
a stolen 12 h.p. Humber car, and was given 
the number of the vehicle. 
in Balmoral avenue a car overtook him 
and passed at a quick pace. From its rear 
number plate he noticed that it was the 
missing car. 

He called upon the occupants to stop,

Con- 
stable Ki mmediately collapsed, and 
one of the occupants of the car jumped 
out, seized the policéman’s revolver, 
kicked him as he lay on the ground, a..1 
jum into the car, which then made off 
at high speed in the direction of the 
Malone road. 


C.1.D. CHTEF ARRIVES 


Several residents of Balmoral avenue 
were alarmed by the revolver shot, and 
hurried to their windows and doors. One 
person looking from a window saw the 
car dash off, leaving the constable on 
the ground. Later he saw the policeman 
painfully drag himself to his feet and 
stagger towards the nearest house. 

Other residents rushed to his assist- 
ance, and sent for a doctor and the 
ambulance. District Inspector Lewis, 
Chief of the Belfast C.1.D., hurried to 
Balmoral avenue and saw Constable King 
before his removal to hospital. ~ 

Following the shooting there was con- 
siderable police activity in Belfast and 
the vicinity. All motor cars were stopped 
and searched during the night. 


CAR FOUND 


This morning the stolen Humber car 
was found abandoned at Ballygarrett, 
near Curryduff, about seven miles from 
the scene of the crime. It was taken 
possession of by the police. It had been 
stolen on Thursday evening from the 
Strandtown district of Belfast. 

The wounded constable is 28 years of 
age, married, and has two children. His 
father was a sergeant in the Royal Irish 
Constabulary, and was stationed in 
Southern Ireland; but, following the 
Treaty, he and his family came North, 
and settled in Londonderry.

N O negotiations in connection with the 
coal strike are expected before Tues- 
day next, but other developments are 
taking place in Dublin in the meantime. 

As a result of the shortage of coal the 
dredger and tug-boat men employed by 
the Dublin Port and Docks Board were 
laid off on Thursday night. The workers 
concerned are mostly members of the Irish 
Seamen's and Port Workers’ Union. They 
were notified at the beginning of the 
strike that they would be laid off when 
the coal supply was exhausted. 

Dismissal on Thursday, according to 
the men’s statements, will deprive them 
of holiday payments to which they would 
have been entitled had they b: 'n retained 
until after Easter. 

It is feared also that a Dublin flour- 
milling establishment may close to-day. 
In this case also the workers received 
notice from the employer that they would 
be laid off. 


FACTORY AFFECTED 


Following on this comes the news that 
a sweet, jam and confectionery factory 
is running short of coal, and will be 
forced to close down if supplies cannot be 
obtained. Application has been made to 
the Joint Strike Committee for a permit 
for Messrs. Peter Kennedy’s bakery to 
obtain coal. It-is understood that quite 
a number of bakeries are in a serious 
position as a result of the shortage, but 
that there is no truth in the rumour that 
they will be forced to close down next 
week. 

Efforts will be made to use coke and 
coal, and at the worst the shortage will 
only affect output at present. A reduc- 
tion in output, however, would mean that 
some workers would be laid off. 

A representaftve of the Joint Strike 
Committee stated yesterday that permits 
to obain coal from merchants affected by 
the strike would not be issued under any 
circumstances.

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ERR LFEOPOLD VON HOESCH, 
German Ambassador to Great 
Britain, died suddenly at the German 
Embassy, London, yesterday, aged fifty- 
five. Herr von Hoesch had taken a bath, 
and shortly after 10 a.m. he collapsed 
when dressing, and the end came in a few 
minutes. e had suffered from cardiac 
rheumatism, and it is believed that heart 
failure was the cause of death. 

The King at Windsor was among the 
first to hear of Herr von Hoesch’s doath, 
and he conveyed his personal condolences 
by telephone to the Counsellor of 
Embassy, Prince Bismarck. 

The news of Herr von Hoesch’s death 
was telegraphed to Berlin. His private 
secretary, Herr von Fries, who was at the 
Embassy, telephoned to Prince Bismarck 
and other members of the staff, who 
hurried to Carlton House terrace, where 
the German flag, with eagle and swastika, 
was hauled to half mast. Princess 
Bismarck arrived shortly after her 
husband, and the staff began to deal with 
the many messages that were pouring in 
from every quarter.

We have received the following letter 
from a French correspondent in Paris :— 


Paris, 8th April, 1936. 


á Fasten far-reaching consequences of the - 


unilateral repudiation by Germany of 
the Treaty of Locarno were not generally 
understood abroad. Many persons, little 
versed in international politics, thought: 
‘‘Ts it not natural that Germany should 
wish to re-establish her full sovereignty 
over part of her own territory? Sooner or 
later, the Treaty of Versailles had to be 


altered on this point, as it has already 


been altered on others. In doing away 
with a “ servitude ” imposed upon her, 
the action of the German Government is to 
a certain extent excusable, if not justifi- 
able.” 

There would have been a certain element 
of cynicism in this artless reasoning even 
if there had been no Locarno. But if you 
consider the agreements solemnly signed 
in the little Swiss town on the 16th 
October, 1925, the question is presented im 
quite a different light. 


BRIAND AND STRESEMANN 


It was, in fact, on the initiative of the 
German Government that the negotiations 
which ended in Locarno were pursued and 
concluded. The object was to place Franco- 
German relations on a basis of mutual 
confidence by means of a freely accepted 
agreement. Sincerely desirous of attain- 
ing this end, the French Minister for 
External Affairs, M. Aristide Briand, re- 
sponded very willingly to Dr. Stresemann’s 
advances. The Belgian, British and 
Italian Governments co-operated in our 
efforts, and when the signature of the 
treaty was announced it seemed as if a 
long era of peace had dawned for Europe. 

The results of this important event, 
Locarno, were not slow to appear, and, us 
one might expect, it was Germany who 
benefited chiefly. France and Belgium 
consented to hasten the evacuation of the 
Rhineland, and on the 30th June, 1930, 
the occupation came to an end, five years 
before the expiration of the period of 
fifteen years stipulated by the treaties. 
Successive concessions were also made to 
Germany in the economic domain, in- 
somuch as France finally renounced her 
claim to reparations. Negotiations were 
going on at the same time with a view to 
the limitation of armaments, and without 
awaiting their conclusion Great Britain 
and France made appreciable reductions 
in their military expenses. In September, 
1931, MM.

On the motion for the adjournment of 
the House of Commons, on Thursday last, 
Mr. R. J. G. Boothby (Conservative) said 
that it was of the most vital importance 
that the Government’s policy at Geneva 
should be related to their capacity to 
translate it into effective action.

Mr. Arthur Henderson (Labour) said 
that the methods adopted by Italy in her 
war against Abyssinia were causing the 
most profound concern in Great Britain. 
The dropping of bombs on unprotected 
places and on Red Cross units was a 
question which concerned every nation 
that sibscribed to The Hugue Convention 
of 1907 

Viscount Cranborne (Parliamentary 
Inder-Secretary to the Foreign Office) re- 
plied that Mr. Eden at Geneva had 
pressed very strongly that there should 
he a short time-limit for negotiations con- 
cerning Italy, and, if no results were ob- 
tained, then the Committee of Eighteen 
should be immediately called together. 
With regard to the persistent and, he 
feared, well-founded reports that the 
Italians had made use of poison gas, it 
would be necessary for the League to 
verify the facts carefully, but the inquiry 
should be concluded in a very few days. 
Lf it turned out that gas had been used 
it would be an issue of first importance, 
affecting not merely Abyssinia, but prac- 
tically the whole future of civilisation. As 
to the other cha of bombing unforti- 
fied towns and "Reed Cross units, they 
would have to be investigated in dde time.

He has been taken from us 
when he was most especially needed.”’ 


LOSS TO GERMAN 
DIPLOMACY 

Reuter’s Berlin Correspondent says :— 
The death of Herr von Hoesch has come 
as a great shock to the Government circles 
here. A Foreign Office spokesman told 
Reuter; ‘‘ Herr von Hoesch’s death has 
caused a great gap in Germany’s 
diplomatic service, which it will be very 
difficult to fill. He was esteemed here as 
one of the most able German diplomats on 


foreign missions, and his advice was always 


listened to with much attention.” 

During the past serious months Herr 
von Hoesch had rendered many valuable 
services to the German Government, and 
he had contributed a great deal towards 
improving Germany’s relations with 
Britain, and also with France, during his 
term of office in Paris. 


REGRET IN FRENCH 
CIRCLES 

The death of Herr von Hoesch (says 
Reuter’s Paris Correspondent) is deeply 
regretted in French diplomatic circles, 
where he is remembered, as a Quai d'Orsay 
spokesman put it, as “a perfect. Ambas- 
sador and a gallant gentleman, who 
carried out his task admirably.”’

According as France gave effective proofs 
spirit of conciliation, German 
nationalism, unfortunately, gained ground, 
and the French, who had placed their 
hopes in a Republican and democratic 
Germany, saw, on the 30th January, 1933, 
the establishment of a Dictatorship a 
hundred times more authoritative than the 
Hohenzollern Empire had been. For 
several years the leaders of the National- 
Socjalist Party had advocated in their 
speeches the return to “ intransigeance ” 
and hatred of France. These theories 
found their official expression in Herr 
Hitler’s book, “ Mein Kampf,” of which 
many hundreds of thousands of copies were 
published. 

Nevertheless, the Chancellor of the Third 
Reich reiterated his peaceful intentions, 
thinking it opportune to allay the feelings 
of distrust which had regained ground in 
French public opinion. The French were 
not easily convinced; for, unfortunately, 
Herr Hitler’s actions were not in keeping 
with his statements. On the 14th October, 
some months after his advent to 


ence and the League of Nations, despite 
the fact that séhutions suited to Germany 
were in view. Some weeks after the settle- 
ment of the Saar question he repudiated 
the military clauses of the Versailles 
Treaty and re-established conscription. At 
the same time he proceeded without delay 
to re-arm Germany and increased her ““war 
potential ” to its utmost. 

On the Sth January, after the Saar 
plebiscite, Herr Hitler had yet declared 
that “ equalitv had been achieved between 
the two neighbouring countries” “The 
following 21st Ma: had again pro- 
claimed that, altheu-h the . German 
Government had dec'4e" te <‘gn no treaty 
which it considered imrrossible to observe, 
as was the case of the pact with the 
Soviets, he would scrunulcnsly respect all 
treaties concluded voluntarily, even if they 
had been signed before his Government 
took office. He asserted in particular that 
he would fulfil all the obligations of the 
Locarno Treaty so long as the other Parties 
were prepared to do likewise, and he 
added: ‘‘ In respecting the demilitaris-”’ 
zone of the Rhine, the German Govern- 
ment considers that its attitude contributes 
to the peace of Europe.” 


FRENCH SUSPICIONS 


Now that he has changed his mind and 
torn up the Locarno Treaty, as his pre- 
(lecessor, Herr von Bethmann-Hollweg, 
tore up the treaty guaranteeing the 
neutrality of Belgium in 1914, can 
Herr Hitler be surprised at having 
re-awakened the suspicions of the French 
nation? Although all sections of French 
public opinion are not unanimous as to 
the advisability of a Franco-Soviet pact, 
they know very well that the conclusion of 
this pact furnished the “ Fiihrer ” with a 
pretext. The proof is that Herr Hitler 
refuses to submit the matter to the arbitra- 
tion of the Permanent Court of Justice at 
The Hague. It is moreover a tradition for 
German diplomacy not to resort to a 
peaceful settlement of international dis- 
putes. As far back as 1898, William IL 
expressed his opinion of the elaborately 
drafted principles of The Hague Confer- 
ence in these terms: “ Of what importance 
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9 me is this stupid nonsense! In future I 
taht ioe to rely only si and on 
mE aca gh et man who liked be 
8 * of-di E er.and sharpen 
sword ” was ay to refuse to refer the 
Austro-Serbian dispute to The Hague 
Court of Arbitration when the Tsar 
suggested that he should do so, on the 29th 
July, 1914. 

Despite his democratic pretentions, the 
present leader of Germany is no less 
animated by the spirit of William II., with 
this difference, that there is nOw virtually 
no Reichstag, no liberty of opinion or 
liberty of Press, and that Prussian mili- 
tarism has reached its climax. Germany 
has returned to the doctrine of force and 

ish has mevr been so 
threatening. 


THE NEXT STEP? 


Under pretext of achieving ‘‘ Gleich- 
berechtigung,’’ Herr Hitler has already 
ignored many clauses of treaties at present 
in force. Wall his particular conception 
of the equality of rights serve as a justi- 
fication for the realisation of all his 
ambitions? Will he apply it to-morrow to 
the Polish “ corridor,’’ to Danzig, to 
Czechoslovakia, to Austria, to Silesia, to 
Sleswig, to the necessity for the conquest 
of raw materials, and to the restoration of 
the former German colonies? Such are the 
questions which the French, and doubtless 
many others in Europe, and even outside 
Europe, are asking themselves. 

At the moment of repudiating the 
Locarno Treaty Herr Hitler put forward 

ls which impressed a section of 
world public opinion, especially the man 
in the street, who has not much experience 
of international politics, and is satisfied 
to follow their course through the head- 
lines in the newspapers. The French, who 
have more reason than any other nation to 
study these matters closely, are wondering, 
with their natural common-sense, what 1s 
the use of concluding another treaty with 
a Government which treats its pledged 
word so lightly. They are wondering why 
Herr Hitler is proposing a twenty-five 
years” peace and mnon-aggression pacts, 
when by her adhesion to a certain pact 
known as the “ Kellogg-Briand Pact ' and 
signed in Paris in 1928, Germany is 
already solemnly pledged never ay —Á to 
war. as this pact, too, suffered the fate 
of Locarno? 

The French are also wondering why Herr 
Hitler suggests the establishment of a new 
Court of Arbitration, since all, or nearly 
all, the nations im the world had already 

ised the jurisdiction of the 
Permanent Court of International Justice 
at The Hague. Is it because this tribunal! 
formerly gave judgmentcagainst Germany 
when she attempted to bring about a 
Custems Union with Austria? But, on the 
other hand, did the same tribunal not 
decide, in a large measure, in favour of 
Switzerland in the case of the free zones 
of Upper Savoy and of the Gex district, 
and did not France, respecting the law, 
defer to that verdict and accept, just after 
her victory, the maintenance on her 
territory of an economic servitude, which, 
in so far as the Gex district is concerned, 
was imposed upon her after Waterloo, 
more than a century ago? 

Moreover, if Herr Hitler proposes to re- 
join the League of Nations, is it in order 
to overthrow this institution, or, on the 
contrary, to adhere to the great principles 
of the Covenant? 


PROPAGANDA 


Finally, if it is a tempting suggestion to 
preserve the populations of both countries, 
especially the youth, from the precepts of 
hatred, which country has need of reform 
in this respect if not Germany, where the 
Hitlerite doctrine advocates openly the 
destruction of France, where the National- 
Socialist Press has specialised for years in 
anti-French propaganda, where public 
opinion is obliged to accept the policy of 
the Government with closed eyes, with no 
possibility of discussion, on taking adverse 
arguments into account ? 

But it remains for the French Govern- 
ment to reply in detail to the German pro- 
posals, and we shall doubtless know very 
soon the terms of the memorandum which 
has just been approved in Paris. If the 
violation of the Treaty of Locarno is of 
more especial interest to the signatories of 
this treaty, the problems to be solved after 
the Hitlerite cowp de force are of import- 
ance to the whole of Europe and in general 
to all the members of the League of 
Nations. The French wish earnestly that 
it may prove possible to settle these 

roblems in such a way as to achieve 
pair totale et indivisible, and thus 
realise effectively collective security. Many 
difficulties might probably be remedied by 
economic solutions, and there would be no 
necessity to alter boundary lines if normal 
relations, on a basis of mutual assistance 
extending to every domain, were success- 
fully re-established between the different 

European States,

annuities. That sum represented an extra 
rate of ls. 5d. in the &.

said that the principal increase was the 
£73,000 withheld in respect of unpaid land 
annuities. Some thought that should be met 
by borrowing, but both the Minister and the 
bank had already refused.

TWO SHOPS DAMAGED 

A cycle shop in Rathmines road, Dublin, 
was gutted, and a ‘barber's shop beside it 
was badly damaged, by fire last night. The 
cycle shop belongs to Mr. W: Hely¥, who, ‘with 
his wife and niece, was in the shop at about 
seven o'clock when he found that a workroom 
at the rear was burning. The flames had a 
good hold on the room, and those in the shop 
were forced to abandon their attempts to put 
them out. Mr. Hely ran to the bhas 
Fire Brigade Station, which is near the shon, 
and a fire engine was on the scene soon after- 
wards. 7 

The flames had spread rapidly to the main 
shop, and a number of tins of oil had burst, 
increasing the danger. The firemen managed 
to isolate the shop after a while, and it was 
found that the barber's shop next door had 
caught fire, part of the intervening wall hav- 
ing been burned down, The second shop had 
to be vacated, and it suffered considerably 
in the front from the flames. 

A section of the Fire Brigade from the 
Central Station, Tara street, under Officer 
Bogers, assisted the Rathmines Brigade, and 
after about an hour the fire was put out. 

It was found impossible to save any of the 
stock of Mr. Hely's shop, and a number of 
bicycles, bieycle parts, tins of oil, gramophone 
parts, tyres. and other articles valued at a 
considerable sum, were destroyed... ‘The front 
of the barber’s shop was considerably burned, 
and the glass of the window was splintered 
by the heat. 

Mr. Hely’s shop is built on to the front of 
No, 108 Rathmines road, but the main part 
of the house escaped serious injury, except 
some damage to the front of one of the rooms, 
due to the fact that the firemen were able 
to isolate the flames in the shop.
